Newspaper advertising is recog-- 
iii/.cd us the only profitable pub- 
licity method and will be strii tly 
adhered to in the future. This 
decision was reached after one 
year's investigation of results ob- 
taiijjp from various forms of iid- 
vertteing. 

A committee was appointed by 
the Merchants 1 League who kept 
actual figures on the business done 
by (he merchants and traced to va- 
rious forma of advertising. The 
only form of advertising showing 
actual benefits was traced to le- 
gitimate newspapers. Special 
boom editions were condemned by 
the committee and merchants were 
urged to refrain from using them. 
They are usually the products <>l 
solicitors traveling from city toj 
city interesting a certain class of 
newspapers in their schemes and 1 
taking a per cent, of the |>n>lits 
for their share in the work, spend 
ing no money with the merchants I 
who advertised. The Newcastle 
Merchants 1 League recommend 
that their merchants use only the];
